THE TRAGIC END OF A NATION 



LESSON TEXT-II Kings 

MEMORY SELECTION - 
ness exalteth a nation; but s-. - - - 
proach to any people.— Proverbs 1«:3». 

The end of the roadl Down, down, 
down went Judoh In Its sinful re- 
fusal to keep God s Word, and ulti- 
mately came the final day of reck- 
oning. It always does! The catas- 
trophe which had long been ap- 
proaching had arrived at last. 

The fall of a capital city, wt 
carries with It the empire. U 
world-shaking event. The fall of 
Rome shattered the world for 
thousand years. The fall of Berlin 
and Tokyo are within the memory 
of all of us. and the results are 
seen In a disordered world. 

The destruction of Jerusalem, 
which our lesson presents, was even 
more serious; for it was not only a 
national tragedy, but also one with 
deep religious significance. 

The wicked king Jehoiaklm was 
succeeded by his son Jehoiachln, a 
mere boy who reigned only three 
months. He gave way to Nebuchad- 
nezzar, who appointed as his suc- 
cessor his uncle 

It is in the vei 



kiah turned against Babylon in an 

L Rebellion (v. 1). 

Zedekiah ignored his oath of alle- 
giance (II Chron. 38:13). for which 
he was condemned by Ezeklel as a 
traitor (Ezek. 17:13-18). Zedekiah 
has well been called the vanishing 
point In a diminishing line of kings. 
It was an evil thing he did (II Kings 
24:19), and one which showed his 
conceit, vanity and rashness. 

True it was that he only followed 
what he had learned from his pred- 
ecessors, but that is never a good 
excuse for a man foolishly to turn 
against God's will. 

Observe that God was not just a 
disinterested spectator, and yet he 
had come to the place where he let 
Judah go down to its own awful 
doom. The worst thing that can hap- 
pen to a man or a nation Is to be 
let alone by God! 

Zedekiah's act of folly quickly 
brought 

II. Retribution (vv. 2-10). 

Jeremiah urged Zedekiah to sur- 
render (see Jer. 37, 38) in order to 
save Jerusalem and himself, but he 
refused, and the city was besieged. 

The king's refusal to hear God's 
prophet and his turning to Egypt 
for help speak to us of the 
in which unrepentant sinners reject 
God's mercy and then seek help «t 
the hopeless cisterns of this world 
(Jer. 2:13). 

The king tried to flee, but was 
taken captive. Then came the siege 
of Jerusalem. For one and one-half 
years the enemy gradually closed 
In, while famine and distress grew 
apace in the city. Jeremiah went 
through this enure period sharing 
his people's trouble. The book of 
Lamentations is the record of this 
eyewitness. 

Sin does Its terrible work. Even 
as it can take a great city and t 
it into a plague spot marked 
cruelty, suffering and death, e 
so It can bring forth Its inevitable 
unspeakable results In the life 
of the individual who persists in re- 
sisting the voice of God. 

Note also that the sin of Zedekiah 
brought quick judgment, not only 
on himself, but upon his Innocent 
children (v. 7), and on many In the 
besieged city who were equally 
guiltless of wrongdoing. It is again 
a picture of what sin does today In 
the homes and 
nation. 

III. Removal 
The fall ol Jerusalem prepared 

the way for the closing scene of the 
Immediate history of the nation 
the people went into captivity, 
also ended for the time being the 
history of the city that had once 
proudly held a position of privilege 
and power, but was now brought 
down by its sin and rebellion 
against God. 

We say rightly that history re- 
peat* itself. We see that any nation 
that lifts itself up In pride and for- 
gets God will Inevitably perish. We 
ask ourselves where our beloved 
country stands. As we consider Its 
debauchery and drunkenness, 
disregard of moral standards, Its 
indifference to the things of God, we 
feel that Instead of pointing a linger 
of scorn at Judah, we ought to be on 
our faces before God in penitence 
and shame. 

Let us not assume that we hold 
place of favor with God, which 
exempts us from the certajnty of 
judgment. Israel was his chosen, 
and they still are, for his promises 
of ultimate blessing to them have 
never been withdrawn. But their 
sin brought certain punishment, and 
the same Is true today not only ol 
the nation but of the Individual. 

The Sunday school lessons will 
take up the history of Israel again 
at this point in April, 1948, when we 
consider the captivity and the par- 
tial return of the people to tbeli

Use of the chemical weed killer, 
2,4D, on lawns has now become 



been demonstrated that it will 
destroy crab grass, as well as 
dandelions, dock and practically 
all other lawn weeds, those who 
fail to use it will fall definitely 
behind the procession. 

But those who use it will not 
find all lawn troubles solved 
thereby. Since in many lawns 
weeds constitute one-half or more 
of the green growth, when they 
are killed the grass has a patchy 
look with many bare spaces. And 
since 2,4D will inhibit the ge 1 
nation of grass seed, the i 



by seeding should not be followed. 

To fill in the bare spaces it is 
necessary to feed the existing 
grass, so it will spread rapidly 
ike a thick turf. This in hot 
weather requires special precau- 
tions. If dry fertilizer is used, it 
should be spread evenly on a dry 
lawn, never on a damp one and 
immediately washed off the grass 
leaves and down to the surface 
ith the hose. 



There is small excuse for any 
home gardener to complain about 
Insect injury to his vegetable gar- 
den, since D.D.T. became avail- 
able. By dusting every week or 
two with D.D.T. of at least 3% 
strength, insect injury can be pre- 
vented except in the following 

Mexican bean beetles, tomato 
horn worm, and most aphid* are 
immune to D.D.T. 

Cucumbers, melons and squash 
may be injured by D.D.T., so it is 
advisable to use other means to 
kill the cucumber beetles, which 
attack ell these, and squash bugs 
and borers, which concentrate on 
squash plants. 

To take care of these exceptions, 
rotenone will serve. It destroys the 
Mexican bean beetle, and is deadly 
to aphids, while even !ess toxic than 
D.D.T. to animals. 

Some gardeners may prefer to 
use nicotine sulphate against aph- 
ids and some form of arsenic 
to kill cucumber beetles, which is 
a particularly difficult pest. While 
highly poisonous, these older in- 
secticides have been used safely for 
many years, by many millions 
of gardeners; and with the usual 
precautions may still be used. 

But the gardener equipped with 
D.D.T. and rotenone, with suitable 
equipment for either dusting or 
spraying his crops when they are 



threatened, but before damage has 
been done, will be far better armed 
to repel insect invasion than he 
could have been in the prewar era, 
however extensive his insecticide 
inventory may have been. 

D.D.T. is not so harmless to hu- 
mans, as rotenone. In the form of 
dust, or as a wettable powder, 
which is mixed with water for 
spraying, there is no danger to the 
user. But residues which might re- 



should be avoided. Wash carefully 
all vegetables which have been 
sprayed or dusted with it, and do 
not apply it to leaf crops, or the 
edible parts of other crops during 
the two weeks before harvest. 

Dust beans with D.D.T. to kill the 
leaf hoppers, which in many sec- 
tions 'are more destructive than 
bean beetles. D.D.T. Injury to vine 
crops may be avoided by great 
care. A single puff of dust direct* 
ed at the base of squash plants 
weekly, after they had reached their 
third leaves, is reported to have 
kept away squash borers, without 
Injury to the vines. 

Some gardeners report good re* 
suits against the cucumber beetle 
and squash borer by covering the 
soil near the base of the plant with 
D.D.T. dust. The insects frequently 
walk on the soil, and any contact 
with D.D.T. will be fatal to them. 



THE GARDEN 



TIMELY TOPICS 

Tomato Blight — As this is writ- 
ten, June 2, the beginning of to- 
mato blight is reported from 
Georgia, having worked north- 
ward from Florida 160 miles. This 
does not mean that in a given 
number of days it will reach Ken- 
tucky, or that it will come at all. 

It is nevertheless, the part of 
wisdom to spray every two weeks 
with fixed copper, three sprayings 
at least. Five to seven are better, 
and will pay, because the loss of 
leaves will have been prevented, 
that Early Blight causes every 
year, and the extra tomatoes will 
repay many times the spraying 
expense. 

Although spraying is preferred 
because of its superior covering, 
4 per cent to 7 per cent fixed cop- 
per dust (of many trade names) 
may be used, but generously: one 
pound to 50 plants, each time. 

"Extras"— Spring plantings of 
spinach are definitely quitting, 
and there is not time to make 
resowings, except one uses the 
hot weather variety New Zealand. 
The soil should be made rich, as 
for other greens, and the seed 
dropped in pairs, 30 inches square. 
Harvesting is by pinching off 4 
inches of the runners tips, which 
continuously renew themselves 
until frost, 20 plants making 
worlds of greens for a family of 
five. New Zealand spinach cans 
well, too. 

Another "extra" is Witloof 
chicory, the "French endive" to 
be found on many next winter's 
restaurant menus. The seed is 
sown about 4 to the inch, and the 
plants thinned to \Vz inches to 
make the roots large. At frost 
these are lifted, topped to an inch, 
and reset in boxes of earth in a 
dark cellar, and kept watered. 
At a temperature of even 45 de- 
grees new tops form, of a golden- 
orange color and of a piquancy 
that combines well with French 
dressing, to make a real winter 

Still another is winter cabbage, 
whose growing in many gardens 
has become a lost art, because of 
soil infections of the disease Yel- 
lows. To grow late cabbage, 
yellows-resistant varieties only 
may be used. A quite common one 
is Wisconsin All-Seasons. The 
seed is sown in pairs of threes 
where the heads are to stand. Now 
is the time.

Ky. Crop Report 
As of June 1 

Small grains, hay and pastures 
made good growth and develop- 
ment during May and are gen- 
erally in good condition. Frequent 
rains have delayed corn plantings 
and general farm work. 

Tobacco transplanting was in 
progress at the end of May, but 
was two or three weeks later 
than last year. Plants in beds are 
somewhat late but generally 
thrifty, though there have been 
numerous reports of blue mold 
and some of "wildfire." 

Some damage to fruit resulted 
from low temperatures in early 
May but the damage is not ex- 
pected to be widespread. Fruit 
has set well and is making good 
growth. 

Wheat acreage for harvest as 
grain remained at 356,000 acres, 
with an indicated yield of 16.0 
bushels per acre for a total indi- 
cated production of 5,696,000 
bushels. This yield compares with 
14.0 bushels last year and the 
ten-year average (1936-45) of 15.2 
bushels per acre. The indicated 
yield of 16.0 bushels per acre is 
down one-half bushel from the 
indicated May 1 yield. 

Rye indicated yield of 13.5 
bushels per acre remains un- 
changed from the previous month 
and compares with last year's 
yield of 14.0 bushels. 

Oat condition as of June 1 in- 
dicated a total production of 
,000 bushels compared with 
3,213,000 bushels produced last 
year and the ten-year average 
production of 1.667.000 bushels. 
Barley condition indicated a 
>tal production of 1,241,000 
bushels which is slightly below 
last year's production of 1,250,000 
bushels. 

June 1 milk production on 
farms of crop reporters averaged 
15.3 pounds per milch cow (in 
milk or dry) in herd which is .3 
pounds below June 1 last year; 
and 1.3 pounds above the 1936-451 
average for this day. Grain fed 
on June 1 this year was reported

Q. At what are should roosts be 



A. By the time chicks are three 
weeks old, low roosts protected by 
wire should be In place. Teaching 
chicks to roost early avoids crowd- 
ing and piling up, thus encouraging 
*-it, uniform growth. 



A. Apply 2-4D when weeds 
small. Spray after the grain has 
three or four leaves but before the 
stem begins to enlongate. Grain 
should not be sprayed after the 
heads begin to show. The earlier 
the spraying is done within this pe- 
riod, the smaller the weeds will be 
and the easier they will be killed. 

Q. Why should dairy cowi be fed 
a special ration during tbe dry pe- 
riod? 

A. It is especially Important that 
the dry cow be fed a special grain 
ration high in minerals and vita- 
mins, since a high producing cow is 
unable to consume enough food nu- 
trients to nourish the unborn calf, 
produce a heavy flow of milk, and 
keep up its body. Records at the 
Research Farm of the Ralston 
Purina Company show that each 
pound of condition during the 60 day 
dry period will give the following 
amounts of extra milk during the 
next lactation period: 
15 lbs. of extra milk for Jerseys 
20 lbs. of extra milk for Guernseys 
35 lbs. of extra milk for Holstelns 

Q. I have been told that late 
hatched pullets will not lay u many 
eggs as early hatched pullets. Why 
Is this? 

A. Although this belief is held by 
many, actually there is no truth in 
" "ate hatched chickens, if raised 
, program of good breeding, 
sound management, careful sanita- 
tion, and good feeding, will produce 
as many eggs as early hatched 
chicks raised on the same program. 
Of course, the peak production for 
late hatched chicks will come later 
in the year.

Phosphate fertilizer will 
be added as it becomes available. 
Mr. Gutherie has a fine field of 
wheat which was top-dressed with 
ammonium nitrate in early spring 
and which promises high yield. 
A heavy growth of vetch turned 
under for tobacco left the soil in 
good working condition."
